zreni refuse to impair the Slavery Compromise of 17*7 , 
and now, in the middle of the century, anrl after thirty 
year* ot pence nnder rhe Missouri Cnmpramise—tbe off 
spring and coatfnualion of that of 17o7— we are called 
upon, not merely to Impair for a Kason, but to destiny 
torcrer, * far irrenter Compromise—extending to far more 
territory—ana growing out of necessitle* far more press- 
Ing. And how cnlled apont Not by the inhabitanU— 
not hy any one human being living;, or expecting to live, 
on the territory to b* affected—but upon a motion In Con- 
grats—* talent, secret, limping, batting, creeping;, wraliit- 
Ing, Impish moaun—conceived In tbe dark—midwifedln 
a committee-room, aad sprung upon Congress and thn 
country m the style in which Our Fnwko* intended to 
blow up the Psrllnment Bonre, with his five hundred bur- 
rel* of powder, hid in the cellar nnder the wood. 


My answer to «uch * motion I* to be found in tlie whole 


volume of my political life. I have stood upon Lh* Mis- 
souri Compromaio for abore thirty year*; and in cnn to 
stand on it to rho end of my lU'o; anrl In doing so shall 
act, not only according to Ay own cherished convictions 
of duty, but according to the often-dec lured convictions 
of tha General Assembly of my Slate. The inriolnhltlty 
ot thnt Cotnpromtse h*> ofttn been (*erlared by that Qen- 
enl Assembly , and ta late a* 1847, In rhese word*:
